RAILWAY FATALITIES, 


They Are Very Few, Considering the 
Number of Passenges. ‘ 
Railway travel in the United States 
is not so dangerous to life as the fre- 
quent disasters might lead us to be 
lieve. The number of passengers kur. 
ed annually shrinks into insignificance. 
by comparison with the number who 
are Carried over the roads in. safety. 

A New York mathematician esti- 
mates the average length of a railway, 
journey in the United States as thirty- 
four miles. The record of fatal accl- 
dents shows that on the average 
2,275,122 such journeys are taken in 
gafety to each one which results in 
kiling a passenger. 

If a man were to start riding ont 
these 2,275,122 safe journey$ at the 
rate of two per day for each business 
day in the year it would take him 
3,792 years to complete this amount of 
railroad travel. To have begun riding 
go that he would meet his death in a 
rallroad accident during the preset 
year he would have bad to begin ‘bis 
trips more than 1,800 years before the 
Christian era. ; 

As fatal railroad accidents are few- 
er in England, Germany and other 
countries than here the showing be- 
comes all the more favorable to the 
safety of railroad travel when the 
whole world is taken into considera- 
tion, rather than the United States 
ajlone.—New York American:
